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As the State trooper gent¬ 
ly lifted the child’s broken 
and lifeless body from the 
tangled wreckage of the 
automobile, he saw an emp¬ 
ty liquor bottle, still mlrac- 
ulausly intact, beneath the 
crumpled legs of the dying 
driver. To the experienced 
officer, the smell of the 
man’s grasping breath left 
no doubt that a drinking 
driver was once again in¬ 
volved in a fatal traffic ac¬ 
cident.

Unfortunaeely, the above 
hypothetical scene is an all 
too familiar sight to law en¬ 
forcement officers who pa¬ 
trol the streets and high¬ 
ways of our Nation. Accord 
ing to authorities respon¬ 
sible for traffic safety, 
drinking drivers cause acci¬ 
dents that kill 25,000 people 
in our country each year, 
are Involved in 800,000 noii- 
fatal crashes, and inflict 
property damages estimated 
in billions of dollars annu¬ 
ally. ’There can be nc 
Iilausible excu.se for such 
senseless carnage.

Could it be that traffic fa¬ 
talities — like rising crime 
rates — are becoming so 
commonplace that the Am¬ 
erican public is growing in¬ 
sensitive to these tragedies 
and the conditions which 
cause them? .... Regret¬ 
tably, this is an Instance 
where the right answer, a 
reluctant "yes,” is the wrong 
answer.

Apparently, there is no 
persuastion, short of certain 
stem punishment, that will 
keep the drinking driver 
from behind the steering 
wheel, and bringing him to 
justice is no easy matter. 
Law enforcement officials 
and prosecutors agree that 
charges of diving while un¬ 
der the Influence of alcohol 
are the toughest traffic cas- 
ers to prosecute. Some jurors 
apparently consl d e r the 
violation to be an Indescre- 
tlon, not a crime — indeed, 
a dorliction in which they 
themselves may occasional¬ 
ly Indulge. In short, the 
public is unwilling to im¬ 
pose self-re.straint and legal 
re.'-'trietions to control this 
problem.

’The question then is how 
long can the public con- 
slence accept the mounting 
toll of human lives claimed 
in accidents caused by 
drunken drivers. Cei'tainly, 
more than 25,000 lives an¬ 
nually is a tragic loss to 
chalk off to Indifferenc'C. To 
virtually ignore drun ken 
drivers is to condone them, 
and the depth of guilt be¬ 
comes a common shame.

I believe the problem o.f 
the drinking driver sho'ald 
he handled firmly. He 
should know that detection, 
prosecution, and puni s h - 
ment will be swift and cer¬ 
tain, Whenever the circum¬ 
stances warrant, lengthy re¬ 
vocation of licenses, maxi¬ 
mum fines, and substantial 
jail sentences sliould be Im¬ 
posed upon offenders, 

— CT — 

The rights and safety of 
the motoring public should 
not be imperiled by selfish, 
irresponsible drivers who, 
while under the influence of 
alcohol, convert the automo¬ 
bile into a lethal weapon. 

— CT — 

As more 19-year-olds ex¬ 
ercise their right to vote, 
they may begin to wonder 
about those social .security 
"contributions” that are tak¬ 
en from them by law each 
month so that gevernmeni 
can provide for their well 
being nearly 50 years from 
now. They mi?>’t well won¬ 
der about the tnousands 
.upon thousands of dollars 
of their earnings that they 
are told by politicians are 
to be put into some vague 
tru.st fund to help care for 
them in their old age. A lot 
can happen in 50 years. The 
rules can change. Inflation 
can wipe out the dollar. 
The “establishment,” which 
helps to pay the taxes that 
keep tlie welfare state go¬ 
ing, might succumb to the 
attacks of its adversaries 
and so on.

Family Benefits 
Social Security 
Changed June 1980 

Important changes have 
been made in the way bene¬ 
fits are figured for workers 
who first become entitled fot 
social secjurity disabi 1 i t y 
benefits after June 1980, Jo¬ 
ann Hughes, social security 
branch manager in Monrovia 
said recently. People who 
were receiving oenefit.s be¬ 
fore that date are not af¬ 
fected. 

The new law limits the to. 
tal benefits payable to a dis¬ 
abled worker and his or her 
family. Under the old law, 
there were times when a dis¬ 
abled worker and his or her 
family received more in 
benefits than the worker re¬ 
ceived in take-home pay be¬ 
fore becoming disabled. As 
a result, there was less in¬ 
centive for the worker to re¬ 
turn to work. The new law 
limits family benefits to the 
smaller of IV 2 times the 
worker’s benefits or 85 per 
cent of his or her average 
monthly earnings before be¬ 
coming disabled. The limit 
has no effect on the work¬ 
er’s own benefit.

The Chamber opposed SB 1948 because: 1) it turns 
over to the bureaucracy important policy decisions estab¬ 
lishing the terms of the program. 'The Cliamber has argued 
consistently that the legislature itself should set these 
terms; 2) program financing was left in the hands of the 
bureaccracy. The bill creates an Office of Motor Vehicle 
Inspection which would establish a fee for inspection to 
cover all program costs. Better policy would he to have the 
bureaucracy live within the fund created by a legisla¬ 
ture-set fee. 

Convicts Reap S.S. Benefits 

Legislation has been Introduced in Congress to end 
the annual estimated $60 million rip-off of Social Security 
disability funds by some 30.000 prisoners nationwide. HR 
7716 (Pickle) authorizes states to deny Social Security 
benefits while prisoners are serving their terms and elim- 
niate ellgibilty for Social Security disability if the dis¬ 
ability occurred the commission of a felony. 

The bill also would allow payment of a prisoner’s 
benefits to the Inmate’s penal institution. In California, 
it costs $11,0(X) a year to feed, clothe, house and rehabili¬ 
tate a single prisoner. 

Examples of the abuse of the Social Security system 
include a Tennessee prisoner convicted of attempted mur¬ 
der who receives $350 a month in Social Security disability 
benefits. HSs wife, who was disabled in his brutal at¬ 
tempt to murder her, is receiving only $243 a month in 
Social Security disability benefits.

Social Security Benefit 
Estimating A Big Job 


People in the Sierra Ma- 
die area often cannot under- 
.stand why the Social Secur¬ 
ity people have so much 
tr uble giving them an esti- 
m.ito of their future benefit 
rate. It used to be pretty 
simple. You just took your 
.actual earnings for years af¬ 
ter 1950, picked out the high 
ones, added them together, 
and figured your average 
ea-ning.s. Then, you could 
lo'/k at a chart — the rates 
w re right in the law — and 
lind your benefit rate. 

Not so anymore. 

Now, you still list your 
act,ual earnings for each year 
■from 1951 on. But, a change 
made in the law in 1977 
added a new step, one that 
makes things a lot different 
than the.v used to be. Now, 
earnings for each year after 
k'.oO have to be adjusted for 
increases in wages since 
then. It’s an easy job for 
the computer. But it’s a let 
of arithmetic. 

For example. If you reach 
f'2 this year, the ■ method 
work this W'ay. The base 
year to make adjustments 
from is 1978. Average wagec 
in 1978 were abo,ut 3.5 times 
what they were in 1951. So, 
u o multiply your actual 1951 
(‘ai-nings by 3.5. Suppose 
your actual wages for 1951 
were .$3,000. Multiply $3,000 
by 3.5 and you get $10,500. 
This is the earnings amount 
we will ,use in figuring your 
benefit. Say your 1952 wage." 
were .$3,500. For 1952, we 
multiply actual wages by 3.3, 
liecause average 1978 wages 
were about 3.3 times those 
for 1952. Adjusted 1952 wages 
are $11,500. This is the earn¬ 
ings amount we will use in 
figuring your benefit. 

We continue adjasting your 
actual wage the same way 
for each year through 1978. 
We US-3 actual wages for 
years after 1978. Now, we 
will pick the high years 1o 
be .used — in this case 24 

— from lire list of adjusted 
wages. Next, total the earn¬ 
ings, and divide by 24 to 
figure .average adju s t e d 
eainings. Oh, almost forgot 

— divide the yearly figure 
by 12 to got monthly ad¬ 
justed earnings. 

There is no longer a chart 
in the law. Therefore, they 
have to apply a formuba to 
our adjusted average earn¬ 
ings figure. The form.ula for 
a person reaching 32 in 1980 
is as follows: 90 per cent of 
the first $194 of adjusted 
monthly earnings, 32 per 
cent of the adjusted earn¬ 
ings over $194 and through 
1,171; and 15 per cent of 
any adju.sted earnings over 
$1,171. 

You would (liink that 


Those factors I mentioned 
for adjusting earnings for 
past years will be different 
for someone reaching 62 in 
19S1, 82, 83, 84 and so on. 
The three-part formula will 
change each year too. But, 
the same fomvjla will appl.v 
to you, no matter when you 
choose to get benefits. 

This procedure also applies 
to disability and survivor 
benefits. These are the rea¬ 
sons Social .Secuirty has a bit 
of trouble giving you a quick 
benefit estimate.

Next, you increase the 
basic rate by cost of living 
increases beginning with the 
year you reach 32.

Now, if you plan to re¬ 
tire before you are 65 there 
is one more step. Your bene¬ 
fit has to be reduced be¬ 
cause you are getting it be¬ 
fore 65.

If you have a wife the 
same exact age as you, she 
can get a benefit eq.ual to 
37.5 per cent of y'our basic 
rate at 62. If she waits until 
65, she would get half of 
your basic rate.
